The UAW announced that the 
national strike was “terminat­ 
ed,” but, at the same time, said 
the 28 local units which had not 
reached 
at-the-plant 
working 
agreements which supplement 
the national contract would stay 
out.

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WASHINGTON TAP) -P re s i­ 
dent Johnson has been advised 
by government experts on So­ 
viet affairs that the ouster of 
Premier Khrushchev has dam ­ 
aged the prestige of Soviet lead­ 
ership at home and abroad and 
rendered uncertain the future 
course of Soviet policy toward 
the West.

represent the two bureaucracis 
of the party and the government

power struggle. 
2. Factionalism in the Soviet 
Union tends to hurt Soviet in­ 
terests internally and external­ 
ly. The detalinization program 
of a decade ago is cited as a 
case in point. It was one of the 
issues over which Communist 
China avowedly splty with 
the 
Soviet Union. 
3. The violent wrench which 
resulted from the sudden ouster 
of Khrushchev has displayed to 
the world what experts 
here 
term the uglier side of Kremlin 
politics and this has been 
a 
principal contribution to the loss 
of Soviet prestige. It 
renders 
virtually all important aspects 
of Soviet policy uncertain.

shchev’s policy of coexistence,

U.S. Posts 
A-Bombers 
On Guam 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
United 
States 
has 
posted 
a 
squadron of 15 B52 heavy jet 
nuclear bombers on the island 
of Guam — within about 2,000 
miles of Red China, it was 
learned today. 
The unpublicized move, made 
last spring, places the 15 B52s 
about 5,000 miles closer to Com­ 
munist China than when they 
were based in the United States. 
The squadron sent to Guam 
replaces a unit of older medium 
jet B7 bombers. B52s have at 
least twice the striking range 
and carry much more of an 
atomic wallop than the B47s. 
The B52s also fly faster and 
higher. 
This is the first time that the 
long-range B52s have been de­ 
ployed overseas. The other 600 
heavy jets are stationed in the 
United States, half of them on 
“runway alert” and ready for 
takeoff within 15 minutes. 
No additional B52s are sched­ 
uled for overseas deployment 
this year, the Air Force said. 
Asked the reason for sending 
the 15 B52s to Guam, the Air 
Force said the purpose is “to 
more effectively utilize the air­ 
craft.”

Three Departments 
Fight Blaze South 
Of City on Depot Rd. 


An over-heated furnace is be­ 
lieved by firemen to have start­ 
ed a blaze Sunday night that 
burned out the interior of the 
boys dormitory of the Salem 
Bible College 
on 
the Depot 
Road, about one mile south of 
Salem. 
The blaze was the second ma­ 
jor fire in the Salem area in 
four days. On Thursday 
fire 
destroyed the top two floors of 
the four-story Metzger Hotel in 
downtown Salem, causing dam­ 
age estimated at $250,000 and 
killing three persons. 
Firemen received the alarm 
on the-Bible College fire at 8:06 
p.m. They reported the building 
was engulfed in flames when 
they got there. 
Salem firemen called the Wi­ 
nona and Guilford Volunteer 
lepartments and all three com­ 
panies remained until the fire 
was extinguished. 
Fire Chief Elmer Bush 
said 
today the city has a fire con­ 
tract with the Bible College but 
it does not cover the boys’ 
dormitory, which was a con­ 
verted frame farmhouse. 
In Winona Territory 
The building was in the Win­ 
ona Fire Department territory, 
but the city department got the 
call first ¿id responded immed­ 
iately because it was not known 
at that time whether there were 
students in the building.

The dormitory housed 
eight 
boys and Mr. and Mrs. Paul 
Treese, supervisors. No one was 
in the building at the time of 
the blaze. 
George Bowen, dean of the 
college, said the boys lost all of 
their personal belongings. 
H e 
estimated the total loss of the 
building and its contents to be 
“at least $20,000.” The building 
was insured.

WEST BRANCH, Iowa (AP) 
— Two soldiers stood guard 
today on a cedar-shrouded hill­ 
side where Herbert Clark Hoov­ 
er, 31st president of the United 
States, was buried Sunday after 
a brief, solemn ceremony. 
Thousands walked slowly past 
the grave after the service, 
which was attended by Hoover’s 
family, his friends 
and col­ 
leagues. 
An estimated 75,000 persons 
stood in the distance, behind 
farm 
fences 
and 
cordons of 
soldiers, as a leading Quaker, 
Dr. Elton Trueblood, conducted 
the final rites. 
“This is not a time for tears,” 
said Dr. Trueblood, a friend of 
Hoover. His words echoed from 
loudspeakers down the grassy 
valley to the two-room house 
where Hoover was born 90 years 
ago. 
“The story (of Hoover) is a 
great one and it is a good one,” 
he said. 
“ It is essentially a story that 
is trium phant. . . and our mood 
today should be rejoicing.”

Johnson Given Big Welcome 
In Orlando, Miami, Fla.

IN THE decade since he entered pu blic life, 
Barry M. Goldwater has been telling 
the 
American people things that many o f them 
hav e not enjoy ed hearing. 
For he has not seen politics as the art o f 
misleading the American people, o r ** the 
t ri ck of 
u sing the people’s m oney to buy the 
people’s v otes, or as the science of manipu ­ 
lating pu blic “images." 
He has seen politics instead as a means o f 
creating an env ironment in which man 
can 
grow. 
Almost alone among the political figu res o f 
ou r time, he has had the au dacity to su ggest 
that man has the capacity for growth, that 
man has a mind and a sp irit and a heart as 
well as a stomach. 
This has represented a notable departu re 
from the cy nical diet to which the American 
v oter has become accu stomed.

all Americans — 
that the American Rev olu tion produ ced so me 
ideals and principles that deserv ed sharing 
by men ev ery where. 
Bu t America, we fear, has been sedu ced by 
a philosophy that is gradu ally hacking away 
at the tree of liberty . The p ractitioners o f 
this p hilosop hy long ago lost faith in tha 
people and in the people’s wisdom.

Cleveland Browns can (hank the 
defensive unit for putting them 
in the top spot all alone in the 
Eastern Division as they head 
into the last half of the National 
Football League season. 
The 
Browns defeated their 
traditional New York rivals 42- 
20 Sunday and it was the de­ 
fense that got a large share of 
the credit. 
Two recovered fumbles and 
an intercepted pass, all coming 
in quick succession in the fourth 
quarter, turned a close game 
into a rout, and the Browns had 
their fifth victory. 
They went into the game tied 
with the St. Louis Cardinals, 
each with a 4-1-1 record. But 
Dallas upset the Cards, and the 
Browns went into first place. 
A week ago the defense star­ 
red as Bernie Parrish ran back 
an intercepted pass to give the 
Browns a narrow victoy over 
Dallas. 
The crowd of 81,050 Sunday, 
the largest for a regular season 
game this year, was treated to 
the best scoring performance 
of the season by the Browns, 
but again it was the defense 
that made the difference. Pass 
interceptions by Galen Fiss and 
Jim Houston were turned into 
touchdowns, and Paul Wiggin 
scored with a recovered fumble. 
Charley Scales, working with 
the kickoff unit, scored with a 
second recovered fumble. 
Leroy Kelly, rookie Cleveland 
halfback, raced 6 8 yards with 
a punt return for another touch­ 
down. Quarterback Frank Ryan 
hit on scoring passes to Paul 
Warfield and Gary Collins, and 
Jim Ninowski, making his first 
appearance of the season in the 
closing minutes, tossed a scor­ 
ing pass to John Brewer. 
Asked if the Browns might 
have had more than their share 
of luck, Cleveland coach Blanton 
Collier grinped and said: “ I 
don’t know whether that was 
the case or not. But if that’s 
what we were, then you can say 
I'd rather be lucky than good.’ 


The Browns didn’t score until 
Kelly took Don Chandler’s punt 
in the second period and ran 
all the way to paydirt behind 
some good blocking. 
Cleveland carried a narrow 
7-6 lead into the second half, 
and the two teams traded touch­ 
downs in the third quarter. Fiss’ 
interception gave the Browns 
the ball on their own 40, and six 
plays later Ryan tossed 11 yards 
to Warfield for the score.

ORANGE, Tex . (AP) - A 
series of gas ex plosions rocked 
two of a string of six petro­ 
chemical plants near this south­ 
east Tex as oil city Sunday . 
Two workers were killed and 
1 7 injured, only one seriously . 
Ruptures in pipelines carry ing 
highly volatile gas apparently 
caused the blasts, but company 
officials said they were unrelat­ 
ed. Neither firm shares any 
facilities. 
The fiist ex plosion ripped the 
Spencer 
Chemical 
Co. 
plant 
after a leak developed in a line 
carry ing highly volatile ethy l­ 
ene gas under a pressure of 25,- 
000 pounds per square inch. 
Gas fogging the area ignited 
and the shock broke windows at 
Bridge City , five miles distant. 
Flames soared 150 feet high and 
were visible 25 miles to the west 
at Beaumont. 
“ The whole roof of the build­ 
ing just came off,” one man 
said. 
Six teen of 26 men working the 
night shift at Spencer suffered 
burns, cuts from fly ing glass 
and debris, and shock. 


A company clock was jarred 
to a standstill at 7:30 p.m. 
About three hours later, a 
series of perhaps five ex plosions 
injured three men at the nearby 
Allied Chemical Co., when an 
automatic safety valve blew off 
on a line carry ing ox ide or ethy ­ 
lene gas. 
The two plants are separated 
by a 300-acre industrial site. 
Police barricaded roads and 
entrances 
through 
chain-link 
fences within a five-mile radius 
of 
entire 
plant 
complex 
named Chemical Row — as 
firemen sped from surrounding 
areas to fight the flames. 
Fires at both plants were 
brought under control, and thou­ 
sands of pounds of dry ice were 
packed around lines to solidify 
escaping gas and allow repair of 
the breaks. 
No newsmen were permitted 
on the scene, but reports told of 
building walls collapsing and 
windows shattering. 
Carroll Lee Carr, 29, an em­ 
ploy e at the Spencer plant, was 
killed. A fellow worker, Cly de 
Matthews, Jr., 31, died in the 
hospital later of burns.

LONDON (AP) - Prime Min­ 
ister Harold Wilson’s new Labor

Economic Minister 
George 
Brown spoke of the need for “a 
strict review of all government 
ex penditure.” 
The statement said the gov­ 
ernment’s

also includes borrowing 
from 
the 
International 
Monetary 
Fund to bolster the pound ster­ 
ling. 
Britain can draw up to $1 


billion from the fund provided 
she repay s it within a stated 


period. 
The statement said the Labor 
government 
is satisfied 
that 
with 
available 
facilities 
the 
srength of the pound "can and 
will be maintained.” 
But it declared that Britain’s 
underly ing economic 
situation 
“ remains profoundly unsatisfac­ 
tory .”

The Doctor Says

New Dentures May Cause Allergic Reaction

QUESTION: I am a wo man in 
my 70’s and have been wearing 
dentures fo r many y ears. Abo ut 
two weeks ago I had a new up­ 
per 
denture 
made. 
At 
first the ro o f 
o f my mo uth 
smarted 
as 
tho ugh it was 
scalded. It is 
g e t t i n g 
wo rse. 
No w 
my e n t i r e 
mo uth is in­ 
flamed 
and 
t o n g u e and 
my lips swell 
o n o ccasio n. Is this cancer? — 
Mrs. M. C., Miami, Flo rida. 
Answer; What y o u describe so 
well seems to indicate an aller 
gic reactio n to the plastic ma­ 
terial o ur new denture is made 
o f. But seco ndary infectio ns o f­ 
ten co mplicate allergic react­ 
io ns. Sy stemic o r general co ndi­ 
tio ns such as diabetes, insuffic­ 
ient vitamin intake, blo o d dis­ 
eases and meno pausal changes 
may also affect lo cal mo uth les­ 
io ns. Therefo re, a differential di- 
agno is must be made by a den­ 
tist o nly after careful ex amin­ 
atio n. 
This ty pe o f allergy Is called 
co ntact allergy . It’s no t unco m­ 
mo n. So me gum tissue canno t 
to lerate a particular ty pe o f 
plastic resin. Redness, burning, 
swelling, itching and ul c e r s 


may result. The area invo lved 
is usually limited to the o utline 
o f the denture. 
Remo ving the denture wi l l 
give so me immediate relief. 
Mild mo uth washes such as bak­ 
ing so da in warm water o ffer 
so me co mfo rt. Antihistamines 
are helpful but sho uld be used 
o nly o n reco mmendatio n o f y o ur 
dentist o r phy sician. Remaking 
the denture, using a different 
material, usually effects a cure 
There is a repo rt o f a recent 
case with sy mpto ms quite sim­ 
ilar to tho se o f allergic react­ 
io n. Altho ugh never definitely 
established, the po ssibility was 
co nsidered that the denture was 
to o tight. It fit to o well. To o 
much pressure may have been 
ex erted o n the ro f f the muth 
in areas where the so ft tissues 
receive their blo o d supply . The 
case was further co mplicated 
because the patien was diabe- 
ic. The tissues o f diabetics are 
o ften easily inflamed and slo w­ 
er to heal. This patient was 
helped by relieving the pressure 
areas o n the denture.

tary returned the go vernment to 
the ci ilians to day , marking the 
fifth change o f go vernment in a 
y ear. 
Po wer was fo rmally trans­ 
ferred to the natio n’s new chief 
o f state, ailing revo lutio nary 
Phan Khac Suu. 
Maj. 
Gen. 
Nguy en Khanh resigned as pre­ 
mier with the rest o f his care­ 
taker go vernment. 
Suu said the High Natio nal 
Co uncil, which is presiding o ver 
the changeo ver fro m military to 
civil rule, wo uld co nsult Tues­ 
day o n a premier to lead the 
go vernment until a new co nsti­ 
tutio n is drawn up. Speculatio n 
centered aro und fo rmer Saigo n 
May o r ran Van Huo ng. 
Khanh will co ntinue to wield 
great po wer as co mmander in 
chief o f the armed fo rces, with 
a big say in naming the armed 
fo rces minister. They will sit o n 
the fo ur-man Natio nal Security 
Co uncil which will hav e wide 
po wer 
because 
o f 
the 
war 
against the Co mmunist 
Viet 
Co ng. 
Altho ugh the U.S. Embassy 
hailed the shift as “ano ther 
po sitive step to ward the o bjec­ 
tive o f establishing an effective 
civilian 
go vernment,” 
mo re 
turmo il was po ssible. 
Suu said he wo uld co ntinue as 
chief o f state fo r o nly a sho rt 
time because his health isn’t 
go o d. It appeared likely that the 
civilian po liticians wo uld no t 


bo w to military pressure will­ 
ingly . Any such defiance wo uld 
pro bably result n ano ther mili­ 
tary co up.

sado r Frederick E. No lting Jr. 
The resignatio n o f the ruling 
military triumv irate was hand­ 
ed o ver by the o utgo ing chief o f 
state, Maj. Gen. Duo ng Van 
Minh, and Khanh. The third
